Taken together this is a denial in effect 
that the plaintiff owns any property at 
all. 


"Assuming that this be true, which it

poiscssion of the property which it uses 
to supply Oakland with water, i»_that 
.my reason for claiming that plaintiff 
sliottl 1 supply the city of Oakland 
without compensation? It is not denied 
tlut tlie plaintiff docs so supply Oak- 
Liid with water; therefore the right to 
receive compensation therefor must be 
conceded. Being in possession and sup- 
plying the city -with water, a denial of 
ownership cannot be set up as a defense 
in lliis action. 


"The 
demurrer -alleges 
that the 


amendment to the answer is ambiguous 
and unintelligible, and contradicts ad- 
mission of tlie answer. Tlie original 
answer denies that the plaintiff lias ac- 
quired ownership of the plant of the 
Oakland water company and that it i» 
necessary lo suppbing Oakland with 
water. At the same time it admits that 
the compiny is tlie owner of the other, 


pleading at the time rt is presented. The 
admission is one of indirection only and 
counsel correctly state the rule of law 
in saying that a defense is not compelled 
to be cons.s:ent. As a matter of caution 
I shall therefore deny the demurrer in 
that particular.
